Town Near Valencia Bom- 
barded by Insurgent Ship 
—One Shell Kills 7, 
Wounds 30— Many 
Women and Children.

MADRID, March 24. — The in- 


surgent Spanish army, in the new 
role of the besieged, dug in to with- 
stand Government assault in Gua- 
dalajara Province northeast of the 
capital today. 

Gen, Francisco Franco’s troops 
were entrenched near Almadrones, 
58 miles from the capital. That pre- 
paration, in the face of steady pres- 
sure of a Madrid counter-offensive 
which routed the Fascists, marked 
an end to what Government officers 
termed “the Italian defeat” in 
Guadalajara. 

The Spanish Government has 
charged at least 30,000 Italian 
soldiers constituted Gen. Franco's 
Guadalajara army. 

Government bombers, accom- 
panied by strong escorts of pursuit 
ships, attacked the insurgent lines 
near Almadrones. 

Government infantrymen fought 
off insurgent attacks closer to 
Madrid, on the Jarama River front 
just southeast of the city. 

More than 400 persons, mostly 
Spaniards, evacuated the capital, 
where they have been protected in 
the Belgian and Dutch Embassies 
and the Polish Legation since out- 
break of the civil war. 

The refugees, their evacuation 
ending months of negotiation, 
traveled by bus to Valencia and 
were to sail aboard the. Dutch, 
steamer Ajax for France. The 
group will split up and proceed to 
Belgium, Holland and Poland, 
which have shared the expenses of 
evacuation. 

Permits to leave Spain were 
granted to the refugees on condition 
that all male Spaniardg.of military 
age remain in those three countries 
until the end of the Spanish war. 

An insurgent warship was said by 
reports of Febus (Spanish News 
Agency) to have bombarded Castel- 
lon de la Plana, 40 miles north of 
Valencia, on the east coast, early 
yesterday. One shell fell near a 
kiosk in the central plaza, killing 
seven persons and wounding 930, 
many of them women and children. 
The attacking ship lay off Beni- 
casin, eight miles north of Castel- 
lon.

Most Serious in 100 Years.

Weatherby’s Views. 

Testifying this morning, Glenn C. 
Weatherby of Kansas City, one of 
the special attorneys for the Insur- 
ance Department, said that, while 
he had never questioned the pro- 
priety of the stetlement, he thought 
all of the $1,786,000 impounded in a 
rate suit in Cole County Circuit 
Court belonged to the policyholders 
and should not be subjected to the 
division proposed in the compromise.

In the 
Federal Court cases the companies 
obtained injunctions restraining the 
State from interfering with collec- 
tion of the increase, and the Fed- 
eral Court ordered the impounding.

has closed eight Chrysler plants in 


Detroit. The conference began in 
the executive office at the Capitol 
at 11 a. m. 


The conference adjourned at 1:30 


p. m. until 3. Gov. Murphy’s only 
comment was that the meeting so 
far has “been satisfactory.” The 


other conferees made no statements. } 


Murphy denied that any settle- 
ment had been reached, and said 
there had been no communication 
between anyone at the conference 
and anyone in Washington. 

The recess was taken shortly 
after Representative Rabaut of 
Michigan had announced in the 
House at Washington that a settle- 
ment had been concluded. 

When the conference here re- 
sumes, Murphy said, Homer Mar- 
tin, president of the striking United 
Automobile Workers and other union 
officers may join the discussions. 


No United Automobile Workers’ 
officers accompanied Lewis into the 
conference room. Lee Pressman, 
C I O counsel, was with Lewis 
when they arrived at the Gover- 
nor’s office. 

A few minutes later Chrysler, ac- 
companied by K. T. Keller, corpo- 
ration president, B. E. Hutchinson, 
finance chairman, and Nicholas 
Kelly, attorney, entered the room. 

Federal Conciliator Present. 

James F. Dewey, Federal Labor 
Department conciliator, participat- 
ed in the conference. Murphy and 
Dewey conferred here last night on 
details of a program Murphy 
planned to submit to the conferees. 
His apparent course was to arrange 
a truce permitting evacuation of 
the Chrysler plants without resort 
to force, then seek a complete set- 
tlement and set up by legislative ac- 
tion the machinery for handling 
future labor disputes without resort 
to strikes. 

Seven officers of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers and the Committee 
for Industrial Organizatian came 
to Lansing from Detroit thas after- 
noon. 

Martin headed the group. Others 
were Richard T. Frankensteen and 
William Munger, both international 
officers; Adolph Germer, a CI O 
representative, and George S. Wil- 
son, O. E. Zimmerman and Charles 
Thomas, heads of Chrysler local 
unions. 

Settlement “Very Near.” 

Asked if a settlement of the dis- 
pute might be reached today, a 
spokesman for the group said he 
believed it was “very near.” 

The delegation’s departure inter- 
rupted the union’s negotiations with 
two Chrysler Corporation execu- 
tives, which have continued despite 
the occupation of the plants. 

The Governor brought about the 
meeting yesterday, after earlier ef- 
forts to bring Lewis and Chrysler 
together in New York failed. 

Murphy streased that the prob- 
lem to be dealt with concerned the 
defiance by striking members of 
the United Automobile Workers of 
a Wayne Circuit Court,order for 
their evacuation of eight Chrysler 

plants at Detroit. Some 6000 men 
have held the factories since March 
8. About 10 times that many Chry- 
sler employes are idle in Detroit. 

The Governor asked Chrysler and 
Lewis to meet “in a joint effort to 
find a prompt, satisfactory solution 

without unwarranted delay in en- 
forcement of the court’s order.” 

Both Chrysler and Lewis quali- 
fied their acceptances.

More than 10,000 Hudson Motor 
Car Co. employes in Detroit have 
been idle due to a strike that began 
the day of the Chrysler strike, and 
nearly 20,000 employes of the Briggs 
body plant were thrown out of work 
by stoppage of the Chrysler plants. 

Strikes in five plants of the Bohn 
Aluminum & Brass Co. at Detroit 
were settled overnight and employes 
who had occupied the plants for two 
weeks immediately left.

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“CHANGE IN PWA GRANT BASIS 


WASHINGTON, March 24-—The 
United States conference of mayors 
contended yesterday that a change 
in the basis for making P W A 


grants was a “polite way of kill- 
ing” the public works program. In 
a statement signed by Executive 
Director Paul V. Betters, the con- 
ference said it had heard that 
grants henceforth would be based 
on wages paid to relief workers 
rather than on 45 per cent of the 
total cost of a project. 

P W A officials said that a policy 
under which P W A money must 
go largely to workers taken from 
relief rolls was announced recently, 
on order of President Roosevelt, 
but that no contracts had been 
signed. 

They said Pennsylvania was of- 
fered up to $20,000,000 for a State 
building program, providing $15,000,- 
000 went for wages to workers from 
relief rolls. Smaller accounts, it 
was said, were offered to Kentucky 
and to Jacksonville, Fia. 

“Under the proposed arrange- 
ment,” the mayors’ statement said, 
“it will be impossible for a city 
to compute just how much the 
Federal grant would amount to 
since there is no way of knowing 
just how much relief labor is used 
on a project until it is completed.”

Events crowd us onward 80 rough- 
ly that we have not leisure or poise to 
look backward for guidance. Nor have 
we stopped for a moment to find, if we 
can, a clear purpose to give sense and 
direction to the current that carries 
us on. 

We are confused, and why not? For 
one thing, domestic and international eco- 
nomic relationships have surely changed 
more in the past 10 years than in the 
first century of our national life. Proba- 
bly social and economic relationships and 
dependeneies have altered, shifted and 
intertwined during the past score of 

in such manner as to make the 
gum total of change in our collective lives 
greater than the changes wrought by a 
thousand years in our pre-scientific-in- 
dustro-financial existence. 


What right have we to expect our un- 
derstanding to be adequate for the crises 
of these times? Ideas and institutions 
always have lagged far behind the facts 
even when the facts moved at a tenth the 
rate of their change in this day of me- 
chanical and financial wonder-working. 

It ig not reasonable to doubt that our 
social, economic and political institutions 
now lag farther behind the facts and 
needs of collective human life than they 
have ever lagged at any other period in 
the history of our race. Our institutions 
of learning are the more noticeably lag- 
gard because their pretense is 0 far 
ahead of performance. Low school, high 
school, and even university, more often 
stifle than stimulate intelligent inquiry

Behold the sit-down strikes! What do 
they mean? Of no one knows 


A veritable “Daniel come to judgment” has made 
himself heard at Mexico, Mo., by taking a course of 
action for which there has been acute need for 13 
years. He is Circuit Judge W. C. Hughes, who has 
distinguished himself among Missouri jurists by be- 
ing the first to reject a plea for continuance sought 
on the ground that one of the attorneys in a case is 
a member of the State Legislature and attending a 
session. 

This device has been used for years to obstruct 
justice. Numerous other Judges have denounced: it 
as a dilatory tactic, as a subterfuge, but all have felt 
constrained to grant the continuances sought. This 
is because the Springfield Court of Appeals in 1924 
returned the extraordinary finding that its applica- 
tion is mandatory, despite the wording of the statute. 

The law says that a continuance shall be granted 
“if it shall appear to the Court that the attend- 
ance of such party (the lawyer-legislator) is neces- 
sary to a fair and proper trial.” The Post-Dispatch 
has been urging for more than two years that some 
Judge somewhere in the State exercise the discretion 
plainly granted in the statute, and thus make pos- 
sible a court test on the controlling decision. Now 
Judge Hughes has risen to the occasion.

of the matter is that they have not 
yet had the courage to stop the in- 
flation because they are afraid of 
the pressure groups in their own 
following. 

We are having an inflation, and 
it threatens te get out of hand. 
Why? Because Mr. Roosevelt has 
not yet had the courage either to 
retrench expenditures or to in- 
crease taxes. 

The Supreme Court has nothing 
whatever to do with the problem of 
averting inflation. The full author- 
ity and the full responsibility are 
in the President and in Congress. 

They can balance the budget. 
They can stop the inflationary issue 
and discounting of Federal and lo- 
cal bonds. They can control the 
volume of money. They can deter- 
mine the price of gold. It is an 
evasion of their unmistakable re- 
sponsibility when they seek to per- 
suade the people that nothing can 
be done until they have acquired 
more, power by packing the Zu- 
preme Court. 

* ~ — 

If they have any sincere doubt 
about their power to deal with the 
inflation, there is a very easy way 
for them to prove their case. Let 
them propose the new laws they be- 
lieve they need, and let us have a 
look at them. They talk vaguely 
and ominously about their lack of 
power to control the boom. Let 
them introduce the bills which they 
are hinting at, not next July, not 
next January but—now. 5 

If those new laws are to do any 
good, they should be put on the 
statute books—now. They won't 
wait until after the fight over the 
court is ended. They should be 
enacted—now. For the time to con- 
trol the inflation is—now.

Mandate of Election. . 

“Last November our nation was 
called upon to express its senti- 
ment on the administration of 
President Roosevelt. It ratified the 
acts of that administration by the 
largest vote ever accorded a candi- 
date for the presidency. It returned 
a Sena d a House of Represent- 
atives with an unparalleled major- 
ity of those candidates whose cam- 
paigns had been based on their 
support of the President and of the 
policies that had rescued the na- 
tion from the depths of industrial 
and commercial disaster. That cer- 
tainly cannot be construed honestly 
as anything but a mandate for in- 
stantaneous action toward his great 
objective—the permanent content- 
ment of the United States. 

“But, his objectors say, he had no 
mandate to change the economic 
views or the personnel or the num- 
ber of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court. . 

“He was told by 27,000,000 people 
to fulfill his program; to finish a 
job only half done. They did not, 
they could not, tell him how he is 
to do this. And he, after canvass- 
ing every process, found that in or- 
der to carry out the program, it 
was necessary to get over the bar- 
rier of an inflexible, reactionary 
point of view entertained by five 
of the nine eminent jurists on the 
high court. It had been demon- 
strated that this majority was 
bound to render what you people 
down here might call longhorn de- 
cisions.

To assume 
that the President is seeking to 
have on the bench men subservient 
to him is to asperse not only his 
integrity and that of such Justices 
as he may name, but the integrity 
of the United States Senate. 


Senate Makes Judges. 

“For it is the Senate that makes 
the Judges, whom the President 
only recommends, Each and every 
appointee must be confirmed by a 
majority of the United States Sen- 
ate. 

“As things are now, a Supreme 
Court Justice may continue to 
function until he is a century old, 
if he lives that long, for the Consti- 
tution provides a life tenure for the 
Supreme Judiciary. To alter that 
would require an amendment to the 
Constitution. Twenty years ago a 
Supreme -Court, similarly consti- 
tuted, rendered invalid a national 
law as to child labor. For 13 years 
the child labor amendment has 
been before the states and still 
lacks the three-quarters majority 
of the states, without which no 
amendment can become part of the 
Constitution.

prosecuted for false registration or 
voting. 
Voter Subject to Challenge. 

“The only purpose of the court 
order,” it was held, “is to give the 
party an opportunity to place his 
name on the register. If he falsely 
registers, either with or without a 
court order, he is not a legal voter 
and his right to cast a ballot is sub- 
ject to challenge. i 

“The power and jurisdiction of 
the court over the matter ended 
when the Board of Election Com- 
missioners complied with its order. 
Since the court’s order did not 
judicially determine the party's 
right to vote, a challenge of such 
right by the petitioner, as election 
judge, could not and did not 
amount to disobedience or disre- 
spect for the court’s order. 

“It must follow, therefore, that 
the dignity of the Circuit Court 
could not have been legally insulted 
by the act of the petitioner in chal- 
lenging the vote of James R.

He says 
that a study of the rules of the 
court in Louisiana, Alabama, Missis- 
‘sippi, Georgia, Tennessee and Texas, 
shows that it has not changed 
much in more than 200 years, which 
makes it sound like any other court. 


THE KANGAROO COURT is a 
sort of mock court peculiar to coun- 
ty jails. The members of the court 
are inmates of the jail. They elect 
from their own number the officers 
of the court—a so-called judge, a 
sheriff, a district attorney, a bailiff 
and all the rest. 

The court is supposed to repre- 
sent a certain amount of self-gov- 
ernment by the prisoners. But like 
all governments, the blokes with 
the biggest muscles usually win the 
offices. Many sheriffs and jailers 
recognize the court as a factor in 
preserving peace among the lads 
in quod, and in keeping the prem- 
ises clean. 

Every newcomer is tried before 
the kangaroo court, and invariably 
found guilty. We regret to note 

from Mr. Bennett’s statement that 
they still are using the old charge 
of breaking into jail. We warned 
the court years ago that it ought 
to think up something more origi- 
nal. 

The court officers always know 
how much money, if any, the new- 
comer has. The jailer provides this 
information. The kangaroo court 
fixes a fine, and the money goes 
into a common fund that is sup- 
posed to be used for the purchase 
of tobacco for all the prisoners.

INSUBORDINANCY to the court, 
and infractions of rules, are severe- 
ly punished. Mr. Bennett speaks 
of the court using a whip, or leath- 
er strap, and herein we note at 
least one change, though we doubt 
that it is an improvement.

He'll be 
a much better husband, if he’s given a 
chance to find it out for himself. 

That gang impulse is only one of the 
points of difference in the psychological 
make-up of men and women, Dr. Popenoe 
pointed out. “This dogma of sex equality 
that the feminists have been preaching 
is absolutely false. Of course there is 
more than an anatomical difference be- 
tween men and women. They don't be- 
have the same way at all. They even 
speak a different language. When a wom- 
an whines, I haven't a thing to wear,’ 
it means one thing. If a man said it, it 
would mean something much more seri- 


ous. 
“Husband asks the simple question,

‘Where did you get that steak we had 
tonight?’ Does he get a simple answer? 
No. Wife comes back with ‘Why? what 
was the matter with it?’ He’s interested 
in facts. She’s interested in relationships. 
Put a mirror in a store front. The men 
amble up, take a look, out of curiosity, 
and go right on without even straighten- 
ing their ties. But the women want to 
pull up a chair and sit for half an hour 
trying different angles on their hat. It 
was a real curse a man devised for wom- 
en when he said, ‘May you be locked up 
in a room with 100 different hats and no 
mirror.’ A woman would suffer because 
women are narcissistic by nature. Men, 
on the other hand, are egoistic.” A better 
understanding of these psychological dif- 
ferences between the sexes is Dr. Pope- 
noe’s pet panacea for all marital troubles,

interests of husband and wife are bound 
to clash. Hach wants a change at night 
from what He or She has been doing all 
day. When He's been out all day he 
naturally wants to stay home in the big 
chair behind the sports page with his 
shoes off, and the radio on. Her idea of 
a change is getting out. She’s probably 
spent the morning over a tub of baby’s 
foundation garments, and the afternoon, 
laundering spinach for his supper, and 
she’s right in wanting to work a little 
color and romance into their life together.

When 
Mrs. Jones breaks into Mr. Jones’ sphinx- 
like silence, to ask if he doesn’t think 
they ought to paint the bathroom floor 
this week, she wants more than a grunt 
of agreement. She’s trying to open up 
‘the conversation and she’s infuriated 
when all she gets from him is ‘Do just 
as you like, dear’ response. She broached 
the subject probably so that she could 
conduct a forum on why they shouldn't 
paint the bathroom floor this week, and 
why they should start on the kitchen 
floor first, and then see how the curtain 
from Junior’s room looked in the kitchen. 
That ‘means new ones for the nursery but 
the old ones aren’t pretty anyway since 
the sun got to them, and they drew up 
a couple of inches in the laundering— 
“Mr. Jones doesn’t give a darn about 
the floors and he cares even less about 
Junior’s curtains. It does seem to him 
that Mrs. Jones could make up what 
mind she has without his assistance and 
not turn the family into a debating so- 
ciety by endless discussion. Then the in- 
jured housewife complains that ‘Oswald 
just won't co-operate.’” 
Why should he be expected to co-oper- 


ate in affairs that are strictly the con- 
cern of the housewife? “If she is onto 
her job, she'll learn something about the 
mechanics of home management,” Dr. 
Popenoe argued. “The husband who 
draws a wife without any experience in 
housekeeping has a real grievance. No 
man wants a girl who's just a parasite.” 
He needs someone who can be depended 
on to keep the grocery bills down; and 
get his other pair of pants back from the 
cleaners before he misses the tobacco 
pouch that accidentally went with them, 
and keep a few lumps in the best sugar- 
bowl when the mood to stir up an old- 
fashioned is upon him. 


You can go a long way just catering 


to thé creature tastes of your husband, 
but the surest way to get the desired 
reaction, Popenoe believes, is to decide 
once and for all what reaction yol're 
looking for. This business of being 


capricious and temperamental is all wet. 


It’s too much to ask a poor, undiscerning 
male to recognize your moods, and know 
when you're being a clinging vine or 
just a darn nuisance; when you're play- 
ing the role of young-mother-with-babe- 
in-arms for all it’s worth, and when 
you're feeling smug over your petty tri- 
umphs as a career woman. He can’t 
possibly outsmart you, the dumb bunny, 
but with a few practice knots, you can 
tie him around your little finger. 

Or your thumb for that matter.

Caramel Custard 

Four eggs, beaten. 

Four tablespoons sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Two cups milk. 

Four tablespoons caramel syrup. 

Beat the eggs and add sugar, 
vanilla, salt and milk. Pour into 
custard cups which have been 
rinsed out in cold water and into 
each of which two-thirds of a ta- 
blespoon of the syrup has been 
placed. Set cups in pan of hot wa- 
ter and bake in an oven of moder- 
ately slow temperature. Cool and 
chill. Top with plain or whipped 
cream and a few chopped nuts, 
raisins, cocoanuts or candied fruits. 

Preserved fruit peel may also be 
used for topping or garnishing. 

To make caramel syrup, sprinkle 
one cup of sugar in a frying pan. 
Heat slowly and stir constantly 
with a wooden spoon until the 
syrup is a light brown color. Add 
one and one-half cups of water and 
boil four minutes or until a thick 
syrup forms. Cool and store in a 
covered jar in the refrigerator.
